MEMO TO PROBLEM FILE 
DATE: October 1, 1980 

SUBJECT: STEVE B. EVERY 



On Monday, September 29, 1980, Suburban District Executive T im 
O'Donneil received a phone call from Scoutma ster nf 
Troop 30 3, sponsored by Avery School P.T.A. ^reSited 
to him the following facts: 

On the night before, Sunday, September 28th, Mrs. I ^Ktt. 
visited with him on a mat ter co ncerning her son , a Scout in Troop 
303 ' iViMMHI Mrs. gHBfc told Mr. I | that her son had 

revealed to her that he had been moles tecHS^Steve B. Every an 
Ass^tant Scoutmaster in the troop. She was upset and wanted Mr. 
BSBfl l to pursue the matter. 

Mr. |l%3*^t|4| met; with unit commissioner Jim Overboe and committeeman 
Lee Fares and discussed their course of action. It was decided 
that the^wou^^talk to Paul Overboe, son of Jim and to [^W^^ BB 
P'W^^^^^^S^ son. They felt they could trust these Scouts to 
keep the matter confidential. These boys had also been in the 
Scouf troop for man^year^and had known Steve Every for many years, 
Paul Overboe and strongly doubted the story and stated 

they had not heard about: this problem from other boys.

When jy j C ' r w Sj stayed over, there was no rollaway bed. He stayed in 
the same bed as Eve ry. Both slept in their underwear. Immediately 
after going to bed, ^^^was again fondled. Again Every tried 
to insert hi s penis i n fc ^p P jfB c buttocks but did not succeed and 
agair^i^put | | f s hand on his (Every 's) privates. At no time

The second rime was a few months ago* I had called Steve about 
a camping activity and Every told him to come over. The same 
encounter occurred with Every wearing jeans and a shirt this time* 
Both occurrences took place during daylight hours* 



The last encounterMiappened at Beaumont Scout Reservation on a 
weekend campout. and Every were walking in the woods alone. 

Every started puttinc^u.s hands all oveiJp He reached in 
BU' s pants and put s hand in his. BfiM pulled his hand away 
about f ive times. After about ten minute s they went back to 
camp, told only another Scout, I HHl about this 

occurrence and no one of the o ther s t m - == ^ r 
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F*/.W"J^ is ptyj* s 11 year old brother. He attends Edaa^Road School 
and has been in the troop for two to three months. re P° rte< * 
that he had been fondled nine or ten times over the last year and 
a half in Steve Every 1 s room during the day. 

During one occurrence his older brother [|U was in the same room 
while Steve Every abused him. There was never any conversation 
during the occurrences* 

The last incident happened at a Scout campout. fej^jijj and Every 
were sharing a two man tent, ^^■went to sleep in his under- 
wear on top of his sleepincMga^. Every was also in his under- 
wear. Every pulled dowx^j?^^ underwear and fondled him for 
a while then sucke^on jgjt^^ peni s for about two minutes. Every 
laid on top of Bi^Sfland put MPffiM' kand on his (Every 1 s) penis 
an^h^Ld it there. No conversation during any of the occurrences. 
iS * gril ^l told no one afterwards. 
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Aftar having conversations with the individual boys, Mr. Loewenstein 
brought: all 'of the boys in together. He told them as a group he 
thought they were lying and he didn't believe them. The boys held 
firmly to their stories* He then told them he was testing them be- 
cause of the importance of the truth and that he did believe their 
stories* O'Donnell and Loewenstein then talked to Mrs. ■■£ pri- 
vately. While interviewing the other boys she had been in another 
room and received a call from Steve Every who was trying to find out 
what was going on. She told him nothing. She then told Loewenstein 
and O'Dormell she feared him because she and her son were alone in 
the house. Loewenstein calmed her by telling her what to do in case 
of a problem and how the Boy Scouts were going to deal with the 
situation. 



Loewenstein and^BWHI then went d^ectly across the stree^to 
visit with Mr. fmjgH and his w ^ e II* Loewenstein asked 1 

Hl^to call Every and ask him not to attend that evening's Scour 
meeting or have any contact with the Scouts in light of the 
situation. While having that . conversation , Every was resisting^ 
advice and trying to g et1 ^(^Sf ; '^ < ^ L teil ^im who was involved. At 
this point Loewenstein toid^MfcB^we would meet with Every right 
now if he (Every) wished. He did. 



Loewenstein, ■■■ anci flBHHHHIi met Every in front of his (Every 's) 
home. Loewenstein told Every that some accusations had been made 
against him and in light of them he would receive a letter telling 
him to disassociate himself with the program. He also told Every it 
could only hurt him to have contact with the boys or their parents. 
Every denied any wrongdoing but did say that = boys had spent the nighr 
in his bed and in a two man tent with him. Every was not told the 
number of boys or who the boys were. Loewenstein reemphasized stay- 
ing away from the boys and parents.
